We feel thet you should be advised that Harry Forman, 
owner of the 1853 USAOO £20 piece (//Hi) which we concluded was 
false, has just become able to comply with our request to send 
us for examination a second specimen he owns. This specimen 
is dull, uncirculated, and is normal in weight. It is designated 
as #31, Its reverse is remarkably double struck, the first 
striking being almost upside down relative to the seeond striking* 
The coin is also the only $20 USAOO seen v ich has its fir al 
reverse upside down* (If Its obverse is turned on its vertical 
axis the reverse is turned 3i5 degrees clockwise instead of 
180 degrees). 

It has the sene obvers© and reverse die states as 
r6, 1 U ©nd 28, It has 170 reods on th© edge Instead of 162, 

It has the diagnostic diagonal dent on the fracas under the 
F of CALIFORNIA and the reverse die break. Its obverse has the 
raised diagonal line under the last A of AMERICA, It is a 
forgery for the same reasons given previously for other coins 
with the seme characteristics, 

Forman advised us thet it was acquired for $900,00 from 
tobert F, Petchalder, a coin dealer of Philadelphia^ and that 
it might have come to Noteholder from Haul Franklin,

In your letter of July 20, 1967 you asked if we could 
ex lain the significance of the Garland specimen being thicker 
end larger in diameter then the Carr specimen. 

We have never seen the Carr apeeimen and do not have 
any details concerning it. however, when ft coin is 9 00 fine 
with respect to gold, the impurities weigh 10J5 (ICO fine) of 
the coin’s total weight. If there is more silver as an impurity 
in one gold coin or more copper es an impurity in another gold 
coin these coins would hove different specific gravities and 
a different cubic volume oven though their weight was the same, 
silver having a higher specific gravity thsn copper. 

The collar used in the striding of the Ocrland piece 
haa large spaces In between its 170 reeds while the larr piece 
probably hat much smaller indentations in between its 162 reeds. 
This might affect the thickness because the volume of the coin 
is changed by the amount of metal needed to fill the reeded 
space. Since the coins were each struck in dif ©rent collsrs, 
the outside diene ter of the collars would deviate. 

It was the position in ^ur testimony that e false collar 
with the wrong number of reeds was used in striking the Garland 
coin and this collar produced reeds which are trapesoidal In 
cross section with inclined sides of remarkable straightness. 

''e hope these thoughts will help you in analysing your 
measurements.

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Paul E. Garland, Maryville, 
Tcnn., has filed a complaint in 
the Cook County, 111., Court, 
Municipal Division, First 
District, against Thomas Ryan, 
Chicago area coin dealer, in 
which Garland alleges that an 
1853 U. S. Assay Office .900 fine 
gold coin sold to him by Ryan in 
1963 is not a Proof coin. The com- 
* plaint was filed May 1. 

Garland claims that he bought 
the coin as a Proof for $3,300. 

Irving Gold, chief clerk of the 
First District Municipal Divi- 
sion, told Coin World that 
Garland’s complaint states that 
the case was submitted to arbi- 
tration by the Professional 
Numismatists Guild, Inc., of 
which Ryan is a member. Fur- 
ther, the complaint notes, the 
defendant agreed to submit said 
dispute to arbitration. 

Garland appointed Ronnie 
Carr, well-known Californian and 
expert on gold coins, as one of 
the arbitrators. Ryan, the com- 
plaint says, appointed Lester 
Merkin, New York City dealer, 
as one arbitrator. Carr and 
Merkin together appointed Her- 
bert M. Bergen, Fullerton, 
Calif., as the third arbitrator. - 

On or about August 19, 1966, 
the complaint continues, the said 
three arbitrators held their first 
meeting as an arbitration panel 
in Cnicago, and heard the 
testimony of numerous persons, 
including the plaintiff and defen- 
dant, all in accordance with the 


agreed procedure. 

On February 16, 1 9 6 8, 

Garland’s complaint claims that 
the arbitration panel duly ren- 
dered its award, a copy of 
which was attached to the com- 
plaint as in exhibit, which found 
that the coin purchased by the 
plaintiff from the defendant in 
1963 was not a Proof and 
granted an award in favor of 
Garland in the sum of $3,300. 

Garland’s complaint, Gold 


pointed out, alleges that they 
(Garland and Ryan) agreed to 
arbitration; that arbitration 
proved the coin was not a Proof 
coin, and Ryan was to return the 
original purchase, price. 

Ryan has refused to give back 
the $3,300, the chief clerk advis- 
ed, and Garland is suing for the 
return of this amount. 

Gold also noted that the corn-

June 2. On June 2, he said, 
Ryan is required to file his ap- 
pearance and then will be given 
10 days to file his answer. The 
matter will then be assigned for 
trial at some future date.

I awaiian 
and Alaskan tokens were, to our knowledge, never collected by 
those who collected material of the type listed individually 
until the last decade. The ioneer gold happens to be listed 
in the identical order in which it is listed in the Red Book.
